Talk of Deposing the Sultan 
is Spreading. 
Salisbury is Reported to Favor 
the Dismemberment of 
the Empire. 


Fresh Massacres in Erscroum—Many 
Villages Burned and Great Num- 
bers Reported to Have 

Been Siain. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 8—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) There is no change 
for the better in the political situation 
here, unless it rests on the fact that 
the Ottoman Bank has advanced the 
Turkish government the sum of 
£1,500,000 which will enable the new 
Minister of Finance, Sabri Pasha, to 
provide for the most pressing needs of 
the government. The latter, it would 
seem, consist in fitting out the navy 
reserve just called. out in the Porte's 
attempt to make some show of trying 
to restore order in Armenia, but there 
are so many more demands upon the 
Turkish treasury at the present mo- 
ment that the money just advanced 
will not go a long Way, even if it was 


likely to be the case. 

In the best-informed circles here, the 
situation is regarded as decidedly crit- 
ical and i rtant developments are 
expected within a short time. The am- 
bassadors of the powers do not regard 
the new Turkish ministry with favor. 
It is not expected to last long, and it 
is not thought that it will be able to 
do anything worth mentioning toward 
clearing the political atmosphere. 

The rumors of 3 conspiracies 
which have been in circulation for 
months past, continue to be talked 
about. The name of the deposed Sul- 
tan, Mohammed Murad, removed from 
from the throme -beeause he was al- 
leged to be suffering from idiocy, is 
once more mentioned as being a likely 
candidate for the throne. 

There are many people who believe 
the deposed Sultan is quite as sane as 
the present ruler of the Ottoman em- 
pire, Abdul Medjid. Then, of course, 
the name of the — Moham- 
med , be d mentioned as 
likely d 


In fact, it was said forme time ago that 
the: present Sultan offered to re- 
sign in favor of Mohammed Reshed. 
but, it is said, the representatives of 
the powers did not look upon this as 
likely to prove any solution of the 
complicated situation, and the matter 
was allowed to drop. 

The difficulty does not rest in indi- 
viduals; one Sultan is about as bad or 
as good as another. It is the system of 
government in the Turkish empire 
which is to blame for all the trouble 
and until there is a decided change in 
this direction there will be no improve- 
ment in the conditionof the Armenians 
or the Turks. 

The appointment of the ex-Grand 
Vizier, Kiamil Pasha, decidedly a well- 
meaning man, as vali of Aleppo, is re- 
garded here as being only another way 
of sending him to exile. He may mot | 
be actually exiled, but he will not be 
allowed to return from Aleppo until it 
suits the Porte. He is charged with 
many things, but the sum and sub- 
stance of it seems to be that he has 
been a scapegoat for the sins and lack 
of mercy of others. The Sultan had to 
do something, so he changed his Grand 
Vizier and turned over his Cabinet. He 
may have gained some time by 80 
doing, but that seems to be about all. 

In addition to the exile of Kismet 
Pasha it is reported that a number of 
high personages have been.exiled to 
Anatola, but it is difficult to get at the 
truth in such matters, as people * 
ported exiled' some times find their 
way to the bottom of the Bosporus. 
The Turkish troops are being concen- 
traten at Masash for an advance on 
Zeitoun so soon as the military prepa- 
rations are completed. 

Further private reports received here 
from Diabekir estimate the number of 
Armenian victims of the recent massa- 
eres at 5000. It is believed the number 
is in excess of the actual total of those 
killed, but there seems to be no doubt 
that the victims are numbered by the 
thousands. ap 

DUPLICITY AND TREACHERY. 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The correspond- 
ent of the Times says that Kiamil 
Pasha was dismissed from the office of 
Grand Vizier by an offensively-ex- 
pressed tirade, which was intended to 
disguise the fact that he had refused to 
retain office, and to cloak the Sultan's 
insincerity as to his intentions regard- 
ing the reforms which have been de- 
manded by the powers in Armenia, and 
also to cloak his refusal to proclaim the 
reforms by an imperial ukase. Kiamil 
was ordered to Aleppo forthwith, which 
is a virtual exile, but he was taken sud- 
denly with a high fever and bronchitis, 
and six physicians declared that he was 
unfit for travel. The Sultan thereupon 
gave permission for the delay of tis de- 

rture. 

“It would be as difficult,” said the 
Times correspondent, “to conceive the 
condition of mind which brought the 
Sultan to appoint stch a deplorable 
Cabinet, or to describe the consterna- 
tion it has produced everywhere. The 
Grand Vizier is, perhaps, the least ob- 
jectionable. His intentions are honest, 
but his abilities are small. Tewfik 
Pasha is a nonentity. Abdurrahman 
and Memdukh are a couple of tanatics. 
Munir’s aptitude for unclean work has 
raised him high in the esteem of the 
Sultan, and places him facile princeps 
at the head of the political spies.” 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Daily News, writng of the inter- 
vention of the French Ambassador in 
the matter of the Diarbekir riot, says 
“Hearing that the French subjects in 
Diarbekir were in danger, the French 
Ambassador sent to the Porte in the 
middle of the night to say that if any 
French citizens were killed he would 


insist upon having the governor’s head. ad

SWEET-WINE MAKERS. 


A Plan of Co-operation that Bids 
Fair to Succeed, 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. $.—The 
sweet-wine men have practically come 
together. A plan of co-operation has 
been adopted and has received so many 
signatures that its agreement to by the 
90 per cent. of the producers seems as- 
gured. After the preliminary meetings 
last month, attended by about 60 per 
cent. of the large growers and makers 
of sweet wine, a general gathering of 
large and small producers was held at 
the rooms of the Board of Trade, L. P. 
Drexler presiding. | 
It is estimated that nearly three- 
fourths of the gallonage north of the 
Tehachepi was represented, whfle from 
the South, which constitutes about one- 
sixth: of the interest, letters were re- 
ceived promising adhesion to a plan of 
co-operation. The plan, as submitted, 
met with general approval and was 
signed by nearly all of the sweet-wine 
men present. Copies were ordered 
rinted and will be circulated in the 
nterior to obtain the remaining names. 
In brief, it provides for the deeding 
dy the sweet-wine makers of their left- 
over stock and this year’s production 
to a board of seven trustees, who are 
have the exclusive right to sell the 
production. The amount of wine left 
over was 1,200,000 gallons of a total pro- 
duct of 4,174,000 gallons. This year’s 
crop is, by conservative estimates, 
about 2 — — — 
ut six m n gallons will have to 


eted. 

Four of the trustees were Flected. 
There are L. P. Drexler of the sno 
. Vineyard Company, Frank West of 
George West & Son, and of the Sierra 
Vita Company, D. Henshaw Ward of 
the Natoma Vineyard Company, and H. 
Trevelyan of the Barton Estate Com- 
pany. Three vacancies were left to be 
filled by representatives of the South 
and other large interests. As soon as 
the required number of signatures to 
the plan are received and these posi- 
tions are filled the trustees will meet 
and organize. They will dispose of the 
crop from time to time, as seems most 
desirable, and make pro rata returns 
to the sweet~wine makers. If the plan 
meets with success it will probably be 
extended from year to year.

It was Warden Hale himself who 
drove the carriage containing the lady 
dressed in black and life-termer Gar- 
diner, on the morning of September 4, 
1893, to the train on the occasion of the 
visit of the convict and lady in black 
to Mrs. Gardiner at No. 1217 Golden 
Gate avenue this city.

On that morning Gardiner was called 
to the warden’s residence, where he had 
his breakfast. He was dressed for his 
journey and wore the slouch hat and 
goggles of Commissary Tharp. This in- 
cident perhaps explains the reason why 
Tharp secured the suppression of an 
article relating to Gardiner’s visit, 
which was about to appear in a morn- 
ing paper with which he had influence, 
shortly after its occurrence. Two hours 


later Gardiner was seen and recognized 


by his wife and a young lady who is 
now in Chicago. 

A. O. Colton then wrote a latter in 
which he severely criticized Warden 
Hale for this breach of prison discipline. 
Hale tore the letter up. It was pul to- 
gether and afterward photographed. It 
the prison directors are in earnest in 
their desire for a complete investigation

Inquiry 
was made for Gardiner several times 
during the morning of September 4, 
but ose who had been acquainted 
with his whereabouts every minute dur- 
ing the day can shed no light upon it. 

The records of the prison, which are 
supposed to show that the prisoner was 
within the walls at the time the visit 
was made to this city, are not parti 
larly: valuable as evidence. te is the 
custom of the prison when a prisoner it 
not present at his work to date hack 
to the day on which it shouid have 
been performed all matters appointed 
for that day. An absence of two or 
three days from ordinary routine would, 
therefore, be easily covered up.

BECOME FAMOUS. 


The Appeal of Defendants Ciane,

A Decision Against the Trio Would 


be a Death-blow to Trades 


Atty.-Gen. Harmon’s Argument in 
the Supreme Court—Bearing of 
the Cause om the Next Presi- 

dential Campaign. 


WASHINGTON . Cc.) Oct. 31. — 
(Special Correspondence.) The conspir- 
acy cases of Clune, Roes and Stanwood, 
who were sentenced at Los Angeles, 
Cal., to eighteen months in the peni- 
tentiary, have been heard, but a prompt 
decision is not expected. 

Two of the Washington papers had 
no notice of the hearing, one published 
three lines, and the other five lines, and 
the general public paid no more atten- 
tion to the matter than if it was a 
very ordinary criminal proceeding. The 
only ones deeply interested besides the 
defendants themselves were Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon, Col. “Bob” Christy, who rep- 
resented the defense, and the general 
officers of the Knights of Labor, the ex- 


penses of the appeal being borne by 


that organization. 
But it is destined to became the most 
noted case of the century, and will 


first even Atty.-Gen. Harmon did not 
realize the fact, and requested Col. 
Christy to allow it to take the first 
place on the docket on October 21. 
This request was made because Mr. 
Harmon had presented a similar case 
last year at Cincinnati, and was thor- 
oughly familiar with the points in dis- 
pute. To Col, Christy’s astonishment, 
when he appeared to argue it, the 
cause had been passed and took its 
regular course, and Atty.-Gen. Harmon 
made his debut in the Greer county, 
Tex., case inst of the conspiracy 
cause, as he had fifst desired. Then 
arose a contention as to where the 
Clune case belonged, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral wanting it to pass to its first as- 
signment, and Col. Christy contending 
that it had only gone to the foot of the 
first day’s docket. His views prevailed, 
and the cause was heard. Atty.-Gen. 
Harmon argued that for men to organ- 
ize for the purpose of preventing others 
from working, by means of which or- 
ganization the United States mails 
were delayed; supported a convie- 
tion under the Federal statute relating 
to conspiracy, even though the actual 
offense of stopping the mails was only 
a misdemeanor, punishable by fine. 
This was the main issue argued, the 
questions of what constituted an overt 
act, and whether or not, when such an 
act was committed, the conspiracy was 
merged, being also dwelt upoa. 

As the defendants were not charged 
with the destruction of property or 
with assault upon those who continued 
at their work, the issue was directly 
presented as to the legality of labor 
organizations in which strikes are a 


rt. 

The Debs contempt cases created ma- 
tional discussion,-owing to the promi- 
nencé of the defendant, while the son- 
spiracy cases have been but little 
known and any _wide-spread publica- 
tion is undesirable to the administra- 
tion, for the reason that if the Supreme 
Court confirms the decision of the 
lower court, it will alienate Democrats 
who belong to labor organizations, 
while if the decision is faverable to 
the convicted men, it will place cheir 
prosecution in the light of illegal per- 
secution. 


How seriously the matter is regarded 


at the national headquarters of the 


Knights of Labor is shown by the 
statements of Grand Master Workman 
Sovereign and Executive Committee- 
man T. B. Maguire, and if their plans 
are carried out as they outlined them 
today, it will lead to very serious polit- 
ical complications, if not to trouble of 
A more sanguinary nature. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign 
said concerning the matter: The 
Knights of Labor, while sympathizing 
with the American Railway Union and 
the important questions arising from 
the prosecution of Debs, was not so 
directly concerned as in these con- 
spiracy cases. These men not being 
so conspicuous, the prosecution has not 
created a wide-spread sensation. We 
realized its importance, and as an or- 
ganization employed counsel to defend 
the men in the United States Supreme 
Court. We have not felt inclined to 
say or do much until the question is 
disposed of, and we hope there will be 
no delay in the rendering of a de- 
cision. If the cases are décided against 
the men, it will make every labor or- 
ganization illegal. We cannot escape 
that conclusion, but in such an event 
we will ignore the decision and see to 
it that the question is very thoroughly 
tested. As there are a million mem- 
bers of the various labor organizations, 
and as every one of them is vitally 
interested, there will have to be a good 
many new penitentiaries built if that 
decision holds. If that decree is af- 
firmed, it will not take long to make 
some more test cases. If the decision 
is not affirmed and the men are liber- 
ated, then the country shall be thor- 
oughly informed of the persecution to 
which they have been subjected, and 
the attempt made to have all labor or- 
ganizations declared illegal. It was 
not done with prominent officials who 
were most responsible, for these would 
have attracted too much attention. 
They took obscure men without money, 
in order to strike the labor organiza- 
tions a death blow without arousing 
too much opposition. There was de- 
struction of property and rioting at 
Los Angeles, and I wish to express my 
earnest disapproval of that. If these 
men had been convicted for rioting, as 
most people supposed who knew of the 
trial at all, I would not uphold them 
for a moment. But it is a strict test 
as to the legality of labor organiza- 
tions, not as to the offenses of rioting. 
It will be made a prominent matter of 
consideration in the Presidential cam- 
paign, no matter what is done with it. 
We want the protection of the law and 
the courts, but if it is decided «hat 
these men are guilty we shall defy the 
courts by ignoring any such construc- 
tion of the law, and proceeding to con- 
spire as we have always done, if mak- 
ing men quit work by organized ostra- 
cism be conspiracy.” 

T. B. Maguire was even more em- 
phatic in his utterances, saying: I1t is 
a life and death struggle for labor or- 
ganizations, and every friend of labor, 
whether or not he be a member of any 
union or society, must recognize that 
under the decision that convicted those 
men, every member Of a labor organi- 
zation is a criminal. I object to being 
counted among the criminal classes, 
and every honest laborer who tries to 
uphold himself and his brothers must 
object. The Knights of Labor have 


two strong forces to contend against, 


the anarchists and the conservatives. 
This case alone will make more anar- 
chists than we can possibly reason out 
of it. We want the rights of labor and 
the rights of property equally protect- 
ed, and the tendency of courts, in- 
stead of legislatures, to make laws, is 
creating an aristocracy that will in- 
evitably be overthrown. This prosecu- 
tion will be used as strongly as pos- 
sible, no matter what becomes of it. 
If the Gupreme Court affirms the sen- 
tences, we will ignore the decision.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Interest in the Nicaragua Canal 
project will revive with the assembling 
of Congress, soon after which the qués- 
tion will no doubt de taken up in 
earnest. The report of the Commis- 
sion of Engineers appointed to survey 


the route and report as to the feasi- 


bility of the enterprise is now in the 
hands of the President, or will be 
placed there within a few days. While 
the tenor of this report is not posi- 
tively known, those who have the best 
opportunities for knowing confidently 
predict that it will strongly favor the 
construction of the canal by the 
United States. The Congress soon to 
assemble will, it is believed, be favor- 
ably disposed toward the enterprise. 
Although the attitude of the President 
is not positively known, it is believed 
that he is not opposed to the construc- 
tion of the canal under government 
auspices, and that he will approve a 
bill to that effect. The friends of the 
project, therefore, have much cause 
for encouragement. 

In the course of an excellent and 
timely article on the subject of the 
great waterway, the New York Tribune 
editorially says: 

“The reasonable expectation is, we 
believe, that apart from the trans- 
atlantic and transpacific commerce that 
will seek that route, and apart from 
the traffic between our own Gulf and 
Atiantic and our Pacific ports, both of 
which will be considerable, the con- 
stantly-increasing volume of trade be- 
tween this country and the western 
countries of South America will amply 
justify and pay for the construction of 
the canal. That route, indeed, ought 
to have almost a monopoly of the car- 
Frying trade between the Gulf and 
North Atlantic and the ports of Ecua- 
dor, Peru and Chile. It ought, more- 
over, to give this country an over- 
whelming predominance in the foreign 
commerce of those republics. 

“Entirely apart from the question of 
cutting the canal is the question 
whether this government ought to un- 
dertake the work, or to leave it to 
private enterprise. On this also there 
are various opinions, but we believe 
the majority will be found to accord 
with the reported recommendation of 
the Engineers’ Commission. There are 
precedents enough, both in this coun- 
try and elsewhere, to justify the gov- 
ernment's assumption of such a work. 
Some of them have not been, in every 
detail, altogether happy. The Pacific 
Railroad, for example, has been a cause 
of contention and annoyance. The trou- 
ble has arisen, however, not from the 
government's participation in the work, 
but from errors of policy in executing 
and administering it; and in spite of 
them all it has on the whole heen 
greatly for the good of the nation that 
the road was built under government 
patronage. If the canal could be 
promptly constructed by purely private 
enterprise, and the absolute control of 
it forever assured to the United States, 
there would be no question of the de- 
sirability of such a plan over that of 
government participation. There are 
serious reasons, however, for doubting 
whether that can be done. If it can- 
mot, there remain only two other 
courses. One is to abandon the scheme 
altogether and have no transisthmian 
canal at all. The other is for the gov- 
ernment to undertake the work. 


For this is certain, that if there be 


any. such canal, it must always be con- 
trolied by the United States. That 
principle is; no doubt, repugnant to 
those isolated individuals who deem it 
improper for this country to have any- 
thing to do with anything on the 
American continent outside its own 
Borders. It is none the less firmly 


ed in the minds of the American 


people. Nor is there any serious objec- 
tion to it elsewhere in the world. The 
Central American States realize that 
such control would be a protection to 
them against European aggression and 
leo against quarrels among them- 
selves, and all the commercial powers 
of the world know perfectly well that 
in no other way could the freedom and 
neutrality of the canal be so certainly 
assured. . One semi-official organ of the 
British Colonial Office has, it is true, 
burned some red fire about it, and de- 
clared somewhat shrilly that the com- 
.mercial interests of Great Britain would 
be menaced by American control of the 


canal. Curiously enough, that is the 
paper formerly edited by the states- 
man-journalist who conceived and 
largely executed the scheme of secur- 
ing for Great Britain control of the 
Suez Canal. Such outcries and invoca- 
tions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty are 
not likely to have any serious effect, 
however. If the musty and dishonored 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is in our way, 
it can easily be removed. It ld be 


Britain, while playing 
with it at will, has more 
than once expressed desire for its ebro- 
gation. Our government will do well 
to take prompt steps toward getting 
rid of it altogether. Then, whether un- 
der private or public auspices, we may 
have our Atlantic and Pacific ports 
connected by a waterway which will 
be, in theory and in fact, a continua- 
tion of the coast waters of the United 
States.“ 


ALLISON AND CULLOM. 


The custodians of the Allison “boom” 
are evincing a great deal of cnter- 
prise, to say the least, in pushing 
their candidate to the front. The suc- 
cess of their efforts can only be de- 
termined when the show-down, comes 
in the Republican National Conven- 
tion. At the present time Mr. Allison 
appears to be in the lead among the 
minor candidates. This position has 
been given him, in large part, through 
the persistent efforts of those who are 
anxious to bring about his nomina- 
tion, if possible, rather than because 
of any especial fitness which he pos- 
sesses for the office of President. 
Mr. Allison has been an aspirant, for 
the Presidential nomination for many 
years, but has never been able to com- 
mand anything like a formidable fol- 
lowing in convention. As a “favorite 
son” candidate he has made an excel- 
lent showing, but his strength has 
been local rather than general. It 
would be difficult to name any specific 
reason why Mr. Allison shoutd.. be 
chosen in preference to several other 
candidates of good average abilities. 
But there is no law against seeking the 
nomination for President, and Mr. Al- 
lison certainly has as good a right as 
anybody to aspire to that honor. 
Another of. the minor candidates, 
who has not been so carefully groomed 
nor so extensively advertised as Mr. 
Allison, is likely to develop consider- 
able strength in the convention if his 
interests are properly looked after and 
his name properly presented. Refer- 
ence is made to Senator Shelby M. 
Cullom of Illinois. Mr. Cullom has 
been in public life for thirty vears, 


able and creditable. He is a man of 
excellent ability, and is sound on Re- 
publican principles. He would be a 
much stronger candidate than Allison. 
There is not much probability, how- 
ever, that either Mr. Cullom or Mr. Al- 
lison, or any of the minor candidates, 
will be called upon to make the sacri- 
fices incidental to the leading place on 
the ticket in the next campaign. The 
Republican party has plenty of bet- 
ter material, and. will nominate a 
man of national reputation, who 
will be a sure winner. The con- 
test, according to the present out- 
look, is clearly between McKinley and 
Reed, with Morton of New York in a 
position to develop more strength than 
either Allison, Cullom or Harrison. 


Out of $90,000,000 worth of Mexican 
exports for the past year, $60,000,000 
worth, or two-thirds, came to the 
United States. Some of the Mexican 
papers profess to see in this fact a 
menace to their country, and even go 
so far as to say that if the “pacific 
conquest” continues to grow for. any 
considerable length of time, Mexico 
“will ultimately come under the do- 


tire proposition is, of course, too ab- 
surd for serious discussion. It lacks 
both logic and common sense, besides 
being a damphool idea on general prin- 
ciples. 


A census has just been taken in 
Mexico, but the returns are not all in 
from isolated sections. If the returns 
from the back counties are no more 
satisfactory than those of the City of 
Mexico, the population of the republic 
will fall many thousands short of ex- 
pectations. The population of the City 
of Mexico was confidently estimated 
at more than four hundred thousand, 
but the census-takers returned only 
344,377 names. There is a great out- 
cry against the “imperfect” work of 
the enumerators, as usual in such 
cases, but the census figures will prob- 
ably “go,” just the same. 


From the annual report of Com- 
missioner Lochren it appears that up 


to June 30, 1894, there were 969,544 
pensioners, and that. during the last 
year 39,185 new pensions were nted 
and 4206 that had been droppeil from 
the rolls were restored, makifig a total 
of 1,012,935. There were 27,816 deaths 
and 14,575 pensioners were dropped dur- 
ing the year, making the number on 
the rolis on June 30, 1895, 970,524, an 
increase during the year of 980. It is 
Commissioner Lochren’s belief that un- 
less there is further pension legisla- 
tion, $140,000,000 will be sufficient for 


the payment of pensions for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1896. 


The Susquehanna River is to be har- 
nessed. to electric motors. Since the 
successful accomplishment of the plan 
to utilize the water-power of Niagara, 
the attention of electrical engineers 
has been directed toward the develop- 
ment of water-power more extensively 
than ever before. There are vast pos- 
sibilities in this line of development, 
and only the edge has been touched.

CHICAGO, Nov. 8—The meeting of 
the Methodist Church.

A THRILLING EXPERIENCE IN A 


The Pinéky Fight Two Children 

Made When Attacked by a Sav- 

_ age Boar Who Was Trying to 
Get into His.Own House.

It was late in the autumn of 1819, as I 
gather from documents sent me by a 
friend in Natches, that the curious and 
almost grotesque little drama I am 
about to write was enacted, at a place 
now called Stoker's Point, on the road 
leading up a little valley ot western 
Mississippi northeast of the Yazoo 
country. 


Two of Harvey Megg’s children, a 
boy and a girl, aged respectively 11 and 
8, were sent on an errand to the house 
of the nearest neighbor, three miles 
away across a thick wood. Their mis- 
sion was to borrow a hammer and a 
saw, a chisel and an auger. They 
made the journey all safely enough un- 
til, they were nearly out of the wood 
on their way back home with the tools, 
when a sudden shower of rain made 
them look for shelter, which the boy, 
Lemuel by name, found for them in the 
hollow at the root of an immense sweet- 
gum tree. Here they found themselves 
snugly housed with plenty of room to 
sit side by side, holding the borrowed 
tools across their laps. 3 

It was soon made known to them, 
however, that they had rudely tres- 
passed upon the home of a gristly and 
not in the least friendly being whose 
grunt of angry surprise and disgust 
scared them 80 4 * that they 
bumped their heads trying to jump 
back farther into the tree. At the same 
time a wrinkled and tusked nose, by no 
means clean, was thrust into the door- 
way, if I may call it that. The girl 
screamed, and her brother, scarcely 
knowing what he did, struck the nose 
with the hammer. It was a heavy 
whack, and the keen squeal that fol- 
lowed told how it had hurt. 

There were no wild hogs, strictly so- 
called, in the country; but domestic ani- 
mals had strayed into the forests and 
become both wild and dangerous. ‘The 
children in taking possession of the cav- 
ity in the tree had invaded the den of 
a boar, which for years, perhaps, had 
housed there. He was a large, gaunt 
and savage-looking creature, with tusks 
so long that they protruded far out of 
his mouth and curled upward almost to 
his flerce little eyes. His coarse hair, 
slightly tinged with red, was mostly 
turned the wrong way, and was loaded 
with mud. 

A torrent of rain fell, as it often does 
in the South, straight down, the drops 
fairly packed together. This was, it 
seemed, very disagreeable to the hog, 
although he had just come from wal- 
lowing in a loblolly near by, and he 
doubtless felt that the children were 
treating him outrageously. To be 
whacked on the nose with a hammer 
merely. because one wishes to enter 
one’s own house to get out of the rain, 
surely is enough to vex the best of tem- 
pers, even a hog’s. The boar was 
furious, and straightway he gave a 
great grunt, began to froth at the 
mouth, raised his bristles higher and 
in came his ugly nose again with a 
vicious snap of his jaws. 

The children were almost scared to 
death; but their fear gave them nerve. 
Lemuel struck fast and hard with the 
hammer and his sister punched at the 
doar's eyes with the keen point of the 
auger. 
barely large enough for the hog to en- 
ter and this gave the little defenders 
a good advantage, and again and again 
they so severely hammered and punched 
their assallant's nose and eyes that he 
was glad to jump back. But who ever 
knew a hog to give up? No other animal 
is half so stubborn and: persistent. If 
there is a swine language its dictionary 
has in it no word that means quit or 
turn back, and its phrases are all ex- 
pressions of willfulness. 

Heavier and heavier poured the 
shower and faster and faster came the 
intrusions of the boar’s nose. As for 
Lemuel, a little practice improved his 
dexterity with the hammer, and his 
sister’s aim with the auger point be- 
came dangerously accurate. It was be- 
coming quite doubtful whether the hog 
could keep his eyes. Evidently he be- 
gan to think it was time to consider 
some other mode of attack, for he stood 
still a moment just out of reach, and 
tue children saw the clots of bloody 
froth dropping from his drenched lips. 

He was not long deliberating his new 
plan. Suddenly he turned about and 
began backing into the cavity, tail 
foremost. Both children plied their 
weapons with might and main; but now 
the hog did not seem to mind their 
blows. Very deliberately, yet surely, 
the hirsute and muscular. haunches 
moved in upon them. There was pre- 
cious little space for all three; indeed. 
the hog himself would comfortably fill 
the whole room. With the children 
in there he could not turn about. 

Lemuel, when he could no longer 
fight, began to bawl lustily for help, 
and his sister set up a great crying. As 
for the boar, he continued to force him- 
self backward, and at last, after try- 
ing in vain to turn upon the children, 
settled down with his nose just outside 
‘tthe door, and seemed quite satisfied, 
only now and again uttering a hoarse 
grunt. Plainly he was master of the 
situation. 

The boy and girl were most uncom- 
fortably squeezed; they could scarcely 
get breath enough to keep up their 
screaming, and the musty smell of the 
hog’s muddy and wet hair nearly 
stifled them. Not a move could they 
make, and Lemuel’s legs were so hard 
pressed between the side of the tree 
and one of the hog’s haunches that 
they were paining him greatly.

pretty badly used up. 


It is most probable that the boar was 


not nearly so savage at first as the 
children thought him to be.

Dr. Edson, in a rejoinder to Mr. Speed, 
writes: “I must quite agree with Mr. 
Speed in his condemnation of the po- 
tato. I am sorry to have to 
thing against the humble tu 
the truth, more especially 
medico-scientific, 
. It is certain no one can 
at all times eat the potato with 
the assurance that it will do him no 
harm. The practice of feeding 
potatoes to infants and young children 
cannot be too severely condemned. A 
potato diet may not kill them outright 
at once, but it is certain to injure their 
digestive organs permanently and 
effectually, so as to make their lives a 
burden to themselves and .those who 
are brought in contact with them.” Dr. 
Edson also contends that the potato is

very deficient in nutritive qualities, and 


less value as an article of food than 
most other vegetables and cereals.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


C. E. MAYNE’S FIGHT TO ESCAPE 
THE PENITENTIARY. 


Murderer Carraszsi Pleads Guilty of 
Manslaughter and Gets a 
Light Sentence. 


Martines, the Wretch Who Decfilcd 
His Own Flesh and Blood, Sent 
Up Twenty Years. 


Important Meeting of the Board of 
Public Works—City Engincer’s 
Contention on the Paving of 

Clay Street. 


The Mayne case attracted most of 
the idlers around the Courthouse yes- 
terday, as the prosecution slowly wound 
its chain of evidence around the de- 
fendant, but the sight of the con- 
demned murderer, Craig, in Department 
Two drew a good many curious spec- 
tators. Giovanni Carazzi pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter, and was given ten 
years in Folsom, while John Martinez 
also threw himself on the mercy of the 
court and got twenty years. 

The Board of Public Works yesterday 
decided to report against granting the 
special privilege for electric lighting, as 
petitioned for by Mr. Myers. A num- 
ber of other important recommenda- 
tions were agreed upon. 


AT THE CITY HALL 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Various Recommendations Made by 
the Hoara. 

The proposition that the city dedicate 
for park purposes a certain triangular 
piece of city land lying westerly from 
Westlake Park and against the west 
city boundary was discussed at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. It was decided by the bourd 
not to make any recommendation in the 
matter at present, as the owners of ad- 
jacent property may be urged to give 
to the city more land adjoining 
so as to make a better field for im- 
provements. 

The application of F. N. Myers for a 
special privilege for the operation of an 
electric-lighting plant within the busi- 
ness center was argued, both for and 
against. The granting of the privilege 
was opposed by Capt. John Cross, who 
is one of the bondsmen for Mr. Scott, 
to whom a lighting franchise was 
granted not long ago. T. E. Gibbon, 
Esd., as attorney for Mr. Spruance, who 
was the unsuccessful bidder against Mr. 
Scott, argued that the courts might in- 
validate a particular provision of a 
franchise, if such provision were found 
to be Illegal, without invalidating the 
whole franchise. It was decided to rec- 
ommend that the application be denied. 

The board agreed to recommend the 
acceptance of the bid of William Peter- 
son to dispose of dead animals until 


contract for the disposal of garbage ex- 
pires. This contract, as recommended, 
may be rescinded at any time by reso- 
lution of the City Council. The price 
for the disposal of cows, steers, horses 
and mules ts $1 each; for sheep, goats, 
hogs and dogs, 75 cents each, and for 
cats, 50 cents each. Mr. Peterson said 
he proposed to render the fat from the 
animals collected, the process to. be by 
steam, and the plant to be located at a 


of the city, and remote from other 
buildings. 

The board also agreed to recommend 
the following: That the proposal of the 
Po yry Paving Company to pave up- 
per Main street between Marchessault 
and Alpine streets be accepted; that the 
ordinance prohibiting the allowing of 
domestic fowls at large in the territory 
bounded’ by Seventh, Alvarado and 
Eighth streets and the west city line 
be adopted; that the petition of W. H. 
Tuthill in reference to the oil refinery 
at Beaudry avenue and Second street be 
referred to the Health Officer, with in- 
structions to abate the nuisance, and 
that the ordinance granting a telephone 
franchise to H. de Laguna be placed on 
its passage. 


CLAY-STREET PAVING. 


The Contractor Wants the City En- 
gincer’s Certificate. 


The contractor for the paving of Clay 
street, between Third and Fourth 
streets, has been waiting for a long 
time for pay for his work. The con- 
tract was let to A. M. Austin near the 
first of the year. It called for a bitu- 
minous lime rock pavement. The City 
Engineer had an analysis made of a 
sample of the paving material as re- 
moved from the _ street about two 
months after the work was completed. 
The specifications called for the paving 
material to contain between 12, and 15 
per cent. of bitumen. The analysis, as 

de by Wade & Wade, showed that 
1.49 per cent. of the sample submitted 
evaporated under a temperature of 350 
deg. Fahr., and that 7.54 per cent. of 
it was bitumen, that did not evaporate 
under that temperature. The percent- 
age of sand was 90.97. 

Accompanying the analysis was the 
following statement: “This sample 
was not a untform mixture, the la 
part being quite friable. On heating 
to 340 deg. Fahr. no fusion took place, 
and the sample had but little adhesion 
after cooling.“ 

The specifications require that the 
material shall be uniformly mized. By 
the term “friable’’ is meant that the 
material could beyrumbled easily. At 
a temperature of 340 deg. Fahr. the 
material is required to fuse or melt. 
and it is further required to adhere 


after cooling from such a temperature. 


After having this analysis made the 
City Engineer refused to certify to the 
work, and an attorney for the con- 
tractor has since intimated that if ‘he 
did not issue a certificate suit would 
be brought to secure a mandamus com- 
pelling him to issue it. 

The City Engineer contends that, al- 
though the work has a good appear- 
ance, it does not contain the propor- 
tion of bitumen required by the speci- 
fications. and is, therefore. defective. 
A considerable portion of the material 
as originally put down, he claims, was 
volatile to a much greater degree than 
it should be, and consequently has 
evaporated. This has left the pave- 
ment without as large a proportion of 
the bitumen or oily material as it 
should have. and the pavement will. 
therefore, not withstand the action of 
heavy traffic as it would had it been 
put down in compliance with the speci- 
fications. It is, he contends, liable to 
crumble and break within a short 
time. 


Repairs to B ridges. 
The Bridge Committee has been ex- 
amining the various bridges bf the city 
and as a result of these investigations 
has found that while some of the 
bridges are in good condition, others 
are in need of repairs.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


THE MAYNE CASE. 
Examination of Witnesses—Defense 
Scores a Point. 


No criminal case of the year has at- 
tracted greater attention than the trial 
of Clifton E. Mayne for criminal assault 
on Elsie Shipton, the elder of the two 
girls he is alleged to have debauched. 
The courtroom was crowded all of yes- 
terday with interested spectators, who 
craned their necks to hear all the sa- 
lacious details of the testimony, much 
of which would not look well in print. 
The witnesses examined yesterday were 
Mrs. J. H. Wright, the two Shipton 
girls and their mother. The latter was 
on the witness stand when the court 
adjourned for the day. 

DEFENSE SCORES A POINT, 

The trial was resumed yesterday 
morning with arguments by Deputy 
District “Attorneys Holton and Me- 
Comas, for the prosecution, and J. L. 
Copeland, counsel for the defense, on 
the question of admitting proof of acts 
subsequent.and similar to the act 
charged in the information. In support 
of the prosecution's contention that this 
could be done properly, Mr. Holton 
cited People vs. Gray, 66 Cal., p. 274, in 
which K was decided that, in prosecu- 
tions for embezzlement, subsequent acts 
could be shown to prove guilty intent. 
It was said, also, in that case, by way 
of illustration, that in cases of assauit 
to commit rape, previous assaults on 
prosecutrix were competent to estab- 
lish intent, and that in cases of mur- 
der by poison, previous attempts to 
poison were competent. Such acts, said 
the decision, are admissible when nec- 
essary to establish guilty knowledge. 
The case of Peovle vs. Stewart. 85 Cal., 
p. 176, was referred to. In that case 
the Supreme Court said that in rape 
cases the prosetution had no right to 
prove lewd conduct with other women, 
but could prove other assaults on the 
prosecutrix. In 102 Cal., p. 244, the 
court had decided, said Mr. Holton, 
that, in cases of incest and adultery, 

acts could be proved. Mr. Cope- 
En in answer to these arguments, 
said that the defense wished the prose- 
cution to choose some particular time 
and confine their proof to it. 

Judge Smith, in deciding on the objec- 
tion to the introduction of the testi- 
mony, said that in cases of assault to 
commit rape and similar crimes, of 
course a conviction could not, in many 
instances, be sectired unless proof of 
other acts showing guilty intent were 
admitted. In other words, where in- 
tent is the gist of the offense charged, 
proof of other acts must be admitted 
in order to establish guilty knowledge. 
They are not admissable for any other 
purpose. Intent is not an element in 
rape. The act itself carries with it 
conclusive proof of the crime. The 
intent cuts no figure. The point 
in controversy is a physical fact, and 
it makes no difference what the intent 
was. In the case of People vs. Len- 
non, (79 Cal., page 625,) the Supreme 
Court said that in rape cases there 
was no doubt that proof of other as- 


such proof had been interjected into 
the case incidentally and would not 
justify a reversal because it was not 
objected to by the defendant’s coun- 
sel. 

In conclusion, after nearly an hour 
of argument, the court said: 
case the defense has objected clearly 
and the testimony cannot be admit- 
ted.“ 

This ruling was a victory of no 
small importance to the defense, as it 
shuts out prdéof of a continuous course 
of essaults. which Elsie said incident- 
ally, lasted several weeks. 

MRS. WRIGHT'S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. John H. Wright resumed her 
testimony, begun Thursday afternoon,, 
and said that, on March 29 and 30, the 
two sisters, Elsie and Delia May, slept 
in the large room up-stairs and Mr. 
Mayne in the adjoining room. There 
were folding-doors between the two 
rooms. The doors were unlocked on 
the nights of the 20th and zoth. and 
remained unlocked till the family 
moved to No. 216 West Thirtieth street, 
May 6, and Elsie and her sister, Deila, 
did the sweeping in the two rooms 
during all the time the household was 
in the house on South Flower street. 
and unlocked the doors on “Friday, 
March 29, so that they could sweep the 
two rooms at the same time. 

On cross-examination the witness 
seid she did not see the girls unlock 
the door, but that she was told about 
it afterward by them. She had no per- 
sonal knowledge concerning the night 
of the 29th, but knew that before that 
night the doors were locked, and after 
that night were unlocked. The key was 
on the girls’ side. Nothing prevented 
the locking of the door. The girls 
swept the room after breakfast on the 
29th, and, at that time, their bed was 
close against the doors. In the after- 
noon the doors were unlocked, and the 
bed was pushed away from the doors. 
The first night Mayne slept in the 
house, either the 23d or 24th of March, 
he occupied the giris’ room, and, as he 
was sick, the doors between his room 
and the adjoining room occupied by 
the witness and her husband, were left 
partly open so they could go to his

The lock on the doors was in good 
condition, so far as the witness knew.

@ried fruit appears to be better all 


along the line. It is true that prices 
have not yet advanced to any great ex- 
tent, but there is a steady demand and 
holders are quiteencouraged. The stocks 
of dried fruit held in the East are under- 
Stood to be light, so that the probabil- 
ity is that sales will be quite liberal 
from now. on. 

In prvnes especially, there has been 
quite an active business during the past 
week ortwo. The California Fruit Cr wer 
recently had the following remarks on 
the prune situation in the Santa Clara 
Valley, which is the leading prune sec- 
tion of the State: 

“For the week ending Octobor 26, 
shipments from the Santa Clara Val- 
ley alone were 3.242.380 pounds «nad for 
the month of September and four weeks 
in October, .19,429,580 pounds. Ship- 
ments from other points have been 
quite heavy. It is safe to figure that 
fully one-kalf of the output of 1895 has 
been shipped out of the State. This 
is unprecedented when we consider 
that new crop prunes were largely on 
the drying trays sixty days ago. We 
have fully nine months in which to 
market and ship the balance and few 
if any foreign. prunes to compete with. 
French prunes at 8 to 9 cents for the 
four sizes, certainly do not compete.”

The extract, when properly prepared, 
contains, if liquid, about 66 per cent. of 
tannic acid, and if dried about 75 per 
cent., and in that form contains no sub- 
stance deleterious to the tanning pro- 
cess, and makes excellent leather. Ca- 
naigre can be used for tanning only in 
the form of an extract, because of the 
presence of starch in the dried root, 
which makes a paste on the hides and 
prevents the tannin from reaching the 

The extract must be made either 
at the place of production or place of 
consumption. 

There has as yet been no cultivation 
of the plant on a commercial scale. 
The people of Arizona have been dig- 
ging the wild root, slicing, drying and 
making some market for it, mostly in 


Glasgow, where there are appliances 
for making the extract. e is an 
extract factory at Deming, teh is 


findirg a market for its product4e East- 
ern cities, with, doubtless, some exports 
of experimental lots. The officials of 
the Southern Pacifie Company state 
that there has been quite & movement 
of the product, but no such amount as 
the papers report. The freight from 
Eastern Arizona is $8 per ton to East- 
ern cities and $15 to Glasgow, and must 
always be lower from there than from 
California. The supply of the wild root 
within gathering distance of the rail- 
road is becoming exhausted, and the 
problem of its profitable production 
now presents itself. 

Presumably the green root can be 
raised in/suitable soils, which would be

price ere high, increased acreage 
would rapidly bring it down. The cost 
to the producer would be similar to the 
cost of other root crops, and would de- 
pend on the character of the soil and 
the cost of delivery to the factory. As 
compared with sugar beets, the cost 
might be less, as there is no thinning, 
although the hand-planting of the ca- 
naigre roots would be more expensive 
than the machine sowing of the beets. 

To begin with, canaigre never should 
be dried, and it never will be when the 
business assumes commercial propor- 
tions. It is true that wild canaigre 
roots have been sliced, dried and sold in 
limited quantities, but that practice 
will disappear whenever its culture is 
seriously entered upon. Nobody wants 
the stuff except for experimental pur- 
poses, since it has no reliable prrcent- 
age of tannin. If dried by the producer 
it would have to be soaked at the point 
of consumption in order to extract the. 
tannin. The dried article would never 
stand the cost of transportation. It 
has been claimed that the dried root is 
worth $40 per ton at Glasgow. Perhaps 
it is. Assume it, anyway, and sup pose 
the freight to be the same as upon dried 
fruit, which is $24 to "New York, and 
probably $28 to Glasgow, leaving #12 to 
the grower if no middleman intervened, 
which is a practically impossible con- 
dition.

The process of ex- 
tractine the tannin from canaigre is 
the same as that of extracitng the sugar 
from beets, minus the expensive and 
delicate chemical processes for refining. 
This process includes: 

First—Slicing the roots by machinery. 

Second—Placing them, usually by 
gravity, in wooden tanks called. dif- 
fusing batteries,” through which water 
is passing at a temperature not exceed- 
ing 100 deg. Fahr. until the tannin 
is extracted, while the starch remains. 

Third—Boiling the  tannin-charged 
water in a copper vacuum pan to the 
consistency of syrup containing about 
66 per cent of tannic acid, with a reel- 
due ‘not tnjurious to the tanning pro- 
cess. 

In this conditſon transportation has 
to be pald on only one ton ot useless 
matter for every two tons of tannin. 
So far as we now know, this is cheaper 
than to extract the pure tannin. but 
the weight may be still further de- 
creased by exposing the thick syrup in 
a dryer at a moderate temperature and 
making the extract solid. in which 


state it would contain about 75 per cent.

Throghout the process comparatively 
low temperatures must he preserved. 
as heat tends to decompose the tannin, 
especially when exposed to the air.

The Use ot Olives in Small Lots. 


(M. B. Lelong, president State Horti- 
cultural Society:) This paper, on the 
use of olives in small lots, was sug- 
gested by the numerous letters received 
asking ac to what use could be made 
of olives where small quantities were 
grown, many of which are from trees 
planted along driveways or for orna- 
ment. These trees in many places a 
now in full bearing, and the Sas 0 
question with the owner is what to do 


vith the fruit. In many such places 
t trees were planted without regard 
to Wariety. as the trees were to be or- 


nameptal only. 


The consequence is 
that 


hile they serve the purpose well 
as ornament, they have also borne 
fruit, which should be untilized and not 
allowed to go to waste, 

Pickling Ripe Olives. — To pickle 

olives, ripe or in the black state, we 
must be sure that the variety will 
stand the treatment, and at the same 
time be of such quality as will keep 
after pickling. Many of the largest size 
olives contain very little oil, and are 
more adapted to being pickled green. 
One season's e ment will establish 
the varieties: that ‘will undergo the 
treatment and are most favorable to 
the palate. 
Crockery or agate jars, of three or 
five gallons, are among the best uten- 
sils for pickling olives in a small way, 
as follows: 

Take one-half pouna of potash (98 
per cent,) and dissolve in a quart or 80 
of water; then add water to make in all 
five gallons of solution; place olives in 
jar, filling half or three-quarters full, 
then cover the fruit with solution and 
leave stand from 6 to ten hours; then 
throw out lye solution and fill jar with 
fresh water and keep changing water 
for two days. The befries will still be 
bitter but sound. Throw out the water 
and fill up with e solution, as at first, 
and after standihg from six to ten 
hours, throw out lye solution and fill 
up with fresh water and keep changing 
for two or more days. If the olives are 
still bitter repeat the lye operation, but 
this is seldom required to be done more 
than twice. After changing with fresh 
water for two or more days they are 
ready to be put into hrine. 


The first brine is made of four ounces, 
salt to the galion of water, which is 
quite weak and so made to prevent the 
olives from -shriveling. The second 
brine is made of eight ounces to the 
gallon of water, and the third fourteen 
ounces, which are applied at intervals 
of about a week or ten days; thus the 
brine is increased to its full required 
strength without injury to the fruit. 

In the process of picking olives on a 
large scale, I allow the fruit to stand 
in the lye only four hours, and greater 
precaution must be taken, but in small 
lots there is no possible danger by 
leaving them in the lye a longer time. 

Small Scale Oil-making.~—The manu- 
facture of olive-oil from small quan- 
tities of olives, while simple, is not 80 
easy as many are led to suppose. Many 
failures and disappointments are con- 
stantly reported. This has also been 
to a great extent due to the faulty ma- 
chinery used, and also in the uses of

The implements most necessary are a 
crusher and a press. For this purpose 
I have used very satisfactorily 
mill made for grinding bones, which 
can be had at hardware stores. An or- 
dinary cider press can be made o an- 
swer the purpose for extracting the cil. 
However, for small quantities of olives 
a lever press, contrived by using a 
heavy beam, has proved at times the 
most satisfactory. The pulp ot the 
fruit having been crushed,, must now 
be put into a recipient to be put under 
the press. For this purpose a cider 
press recipient can be used but must 
be made with stout bands: to stand che 
enormous pressure required. I ured a 
square frame. made of oak of 14-inch 
thickness. These frames are put to- 
gether with a strong hinge at each cor- 
ner, A heavy cloth of Nose material 
is placed inside, allowing the ends to 
‘ap over. Then the pulp is hut into the 
frame, and the ends %f the cloth are 
simply thrown in and another frame is 
pleced on top, or as many, us aA person 
wishes. A block of four-inch ok, 
which fits in the frames, is placed et the 
top end pressed down onto the pulp by 
means of the screw and lever. jn short 
order the block passes the upper frame 
onto the one below, then hy pulling cut 
a’ plug the frame comes apart, and is 
eet aside“until used raln.

In using a wooden frame it should be 
of no other material than oak, and 
should be steamed ond dried thoroughly 
“fore using, because it often happens 
that. the wood is of bad quality and 
spolls the flavor of the oil. 

The oll and juice of the fruit run out 
of the press together into a pan; the 
oil, being lighter than water, rises to 
the surface, and is skimmed and put 
into a recipient, which should be of 
gate, crockery, oek or glass, in which 
it is kept for a time and then filtered. 

In filtering, I have found a tin 


two divisions, most useful. The bottom 
of the top half is perforated, over 
which ts placed carded cotton to a 
thickness of one-half to one inch, 
through which the oil is filtered. Cot- 


ton sometimes imparts a bad taste to 


the oil, and as a precaution should al- 
ways be soaked at least twenty-four 
hours in a solution of caustic soda of 
from 1 to 2 per cent., afterward 
washed in pure water and dried. 

There are numerous instances where 
persons have but a few pounds of 
olives, or in quantities too small to jus- 
tify them in arranging an apparatus 
for extracting the oil. In such cases 
the fruit should be crushed with the 
hand, put into an agate or porcelain 
pan and placed on the stove and 
brought to a boiling point. The oil will 
leave the pulp and rise to the surface 
and can then be skimmed. The pulp 
can be left on the stove until it has 
thoroughly dissolved in cooking, then 
set aside, and on cooling the oil will 
collect on the surface. This becomes 
the easier process of the two, but the 
oil is not of as good quality. 


In liming eggs the most tedious 
and ticklish part of the work is. putting 
the eggs into the pickle. This may be 
greatly simplified by using a_ tin 
basin punched full of nch holes and 
large enough to hold six dosen eggs. 
The edges of the basin should be cov- 


ered with leather, and it should have a 
handle about three feet long. Fill the

Tork say that under the depression in 
dairy products, the earnings of cows at 
60 cents a hundred pounds for milk is 
from $2.79 to $3.40 per cow per month. 
These are certainly starvation prices. 


Alfalfa Forage tor Mileh Cows. 


(Arizona Gazette:) One of the most 
profitable methods of using alfalfa is 
to cut it green and feed it as a forage 
to milch céws. Experiments made at 
the New York Experiment Station show 
that the cows fed on alfalfa forage 
gave on an average more milk and 
butter and at less cost than when fed 
on oat-and-pea, barley-and-pea and 
corn forage. In all cases.a certain 
amount of hay, grain, etc., was fed 
with the forage. The cost of all sorts 
of forage was calculated at $2 per ton, 
but as en acre of alfalfa yields over 
fourteen tons of green f t can 
readily be seen that $2 per ton is much 
in excess of its actual cost. Had the 
actual cost been taken of the various 
forage crops, we believe the advantage 


would have been still more in favor 


To farmers just starting and depend- 
ing upon proceeds of alfalfa fed to 
cows and poultry, swine use up the 
waste from the dairy, thrive on the 
grass, meet ready sale, increase more 
rapidly than any stock except poultry, 
and should have a place among the reg- 
ular sources of income. 


Killing Flies at Headquarters. 


(American Cultivator:) The horse 
barn should be at some distance from 
the family residence. If it is not, no 
amount of care will keep the house 
free from files which are bred in the 
manure, which is always made in sta- 
bles where horses are kept. It is a good 
plan, occasionally, when the stable is 
filled with files. to close all the doors 
and windows and fill the air full of in- 
sect powder. This will destroy a great 
meny of the insects, and prevent them 
from coming to the house. It is a good 
plan in summer to draw manure from 
horse stables as fast as it is made, and 
spread it where the land is to be plowed 
next year. There will be scarcely any 
loss of manure in this way, as the par- 
ticles of manure will be in contact with 
the soil, and this will absorb the slight 
amount of 2mmonia that will be gener- 
ated by fermentation.

Should there be a al corn-crop re- 
served now, it will worth as much 
as the whole crop would bring if rushed 
on the market at once. 


Rust-proof Oats. 

(Ventura Free Press:) Brice Grimes 
of Grimes Canyon, near Bardsdale, 
bought jn San Francisco 1580 pounds of 
Texas rust-proof oats, Which he planted 
this year in his cknyon, and has 
reaped fifty-seven tons of the best ot 
hay. He claims that it has a great ad- 
vantage over barley in several ways; 
that the roots do much larger stooling, 
thus leaving more manure to the 
ground when the hay or grain is har- 
vested; that in feeding the hay to 
stock it makes no sore mouths; that on 
the stubble cattle do much better; that 
the grain does not. shatter from the 
spear Hke barley. 

From 600 seven-year-old prune tree 
no irrigation, Mr. Grimes has turne 
off twenty-five “ge of dri prunes, 
being dried inside Of three to one. His 
apricot trees, from two to seven years 
old, turned off 36,760 1 s of green 
fruit, which, being dried, brought 7731 
pounds, and were sold at 8 cents per 
pound. | 


Skilled Help on the Farm. 


(American Cutivator:) Skihed labor 
is always in pretty good demand, but 
not in any department of work more 80 
than in agriculture. There are hun- 
dreds of young men throughout the 
country fitting themselves for nothing, 
and drifting around from one odd jo 
to another. On the farms we have 
young and old men as “hired help,” 
who know practitally littl about 
farming, except a& they are directed by 
the owner. complain that the 
farmers give small wages, but in pearly 
all instances they give as much or more 
than the men are rth. . The trouble 
is usually with the “help.” They are 
not skilled farmers who could be 
trusted to do the different work of 
planting, cultivating and harvesting 
the crops as well as the farmer himself. 

As an illustration of the value of 
skilled men on the farm, one simply 
has to turn to the immense dairy inter- 
ests near large cities. It is the com- 
plaint of many owners of large dairies 
and creameries that they cannot get 
competent men to do the work, T 
require good butter-makers and good 
dairy managers, men who are skilled in 
the whole branch of modern dairying. 
Such men can command good wages 
and positions that would make them in- 
dependent as long as the dairy kept up. 
The dairy schools are turning out 
many experienced young men who will 
take charge of creameries or dairies in 
the future and run them on a vaving 
basis, but meanwhile could not thou» 
sands of young boys on our farms be- 
gin to fit themselves tor positions on 
the farmthat will pay them good wages 
until they could start into the business 
themselves? 


In talking with a wealthy manufac- 
turer recently, who owns a large farm 
in the West, which he makes pay a 
handsome interest on his money in- 
vested, he said: “I find the greatest dit- 
ficulty in getting experienced farmers 
on my place, who understand farming 
es it should be understood today. A 
great many of the ‘applicants who 
answer my advertisements are either 
slovenly and wasteful in their methods, 
old-fashioned in their notions about 
arms methods, ignorant of modern 
scienfific farming, or 80 totally lack- 
ing in any business principles that they 
could not run a one-acre farm profit- 
ably. The young men that apply are 
just as bad as the old; they believe 
that farming is a losing business, and 
they prove ft by their methods.“ 

Here is a text for a whole gy 
the 
money to invest in the business, but it 
is hard work to get the right men to 
run the farms. The model farms and 
dairies of the country must be run by 
experienced farmers, up-to-date farm- 
ers and business farmerg. They must 
be skilled in their work, and then tney 
can secure good positions and retain 
them, and in time they can accumulate 
capital enough to start their own farm. 

With the great number of a ricultural 
papers published today, and the re- 
ports of the agriculturar stations, any 
young man on his father’s farm can 
learn the business of farming. It is 
not-even necessary to go away to dairy 
and agricultural schools. The same 
things can be learned at home. If the 
young men should be taught their busi- 
ness in this way at home, they would 
go out as skilled workmen, and they 
would command higher wages. There 
is today a great demand for skilled 
butter-makers, cheese-makers and gen- 
eral farmers. A good farm manager 
can always secure a position if he ap- 
plies himself to the work properly. It 
might be a lesson to some cf those who 
constantly claim that there is no money 
in farming to visit one of the model 
farms owned by wealthy men who 
have taken up the work as a side issue 
late in life. Everything is conducted 
en modern methods, and the farm pays 
decidedly, making money for the gentle- 


man owner and for the fartn manager.

“Upon a thorough examination of the 
question we are forced to the conclu- 
sion that in either civil or criminal 
eases, the denial of a trial by jury is 
merely error, to be corrected on appeal 
and does not go to the jurisdiction of 
the court so that it may be inquired 
into on habeas corpus, except in those 
cases where a jury cannot be waived, 
and therefore, is a necessary constitu- 


ent part of the court.“

BANK REPORTS. As stated this 
morning in a dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco published in The Times, the State 
Bank Commissioners have issued a cir- 
cular ordering all California State 
banks to make a statement of the con- 
dition they were in on November 1 of 
this year. : 

This is the first order of the kind is- 
sued by the State Bank Commissioners. 
It is made by virtue of the. authority 
vested on them as set forth in the re- 
vised statutes and which provides that 
all: State banks shall, when required by 
the board, make a report in writing to 
the commissioners, which report shall 
be verified by the oath of its president 
and secretary or cashier, or its principal 
officers. The report must show the ac- 
tual financial condition of the bank at 
the ¢lose of any past day fixed by the 
commissioners. The report to be made 
comprises twelve separate clauses, the 
substance of each of which is as fol- 
lows: 8 

First—The amount of the capital 
stock of the bank and the number of 
shares into which it is divided. 

Second—Names of the directors and 
the number of shares of stock held by 
each of them. 

Third—Total amount actually paid in 
in money by the stockholders of the 
eapital stock and the total amount of 
the reserve fund, if any. 
Fourth—Total amount’ due to depos- 
tors. ‘ 

Fifth—Total amount and character o 
any other liabilities. | 

Sixth—The amount at which the lot 
and building occupied by the bank are 
valued, the market value of any other 
real estate held by the bank, where sit- 
uated, etc. 

Seventh—Amount toaned on real 
estate, with details of each loan 80 
made and where the property veld as 
security is situated. 

Bighth—Amount invested in bonds. 

Ninth—Amount loaned on stocks and 
bonds. 

Tenth— Amount loaned on other se- 
curitles. 
leventh— The actual amount of 
money on hand and deposited in other 
banks or places, with the name of each 
bank or place where deposited. 

Twelfth—Any other property or any 
money loaned, deposited, invested or 
not otherwise herein vnumer- 
ated. 

It is further provided that the Bank 
Commissioners shall call on the banks 
for similar reports at least three times 
during each year and that they must 
be made up and transmitted within fif- 
teen days of the receipt of the request 
for such statement. — 

Under the old law all State banks ren- 
dered a statement of their financial con- 
dition semi-annually. It was clatmed 
by the framers of the amendment to 
that section of the act that it gave a 
bank which might be in financial dif- 
ficulty, an opportunity of falsifying ite 
report, whereas if it were not known at 
what moment the commissioners would 
order a report made, such « oank would 
have less opportunity of doing so and 
the commissioners would thereby be 
better enabled to judge of its actual 
standing and solvency. 

Under the National Bank Act, na- 
tional banks are only allowed five days, 
after reception of notice from the 
Comptroller in which to make up and 
forward their report. Any delay be- 
yond that period carries a fine of $100 


a day. When a national bank deetares 


a dividend, a report of it must be 
promptly. forwarded to the Comptroller. 
Failure to do so renders the bank sub- 
ject to a similar fine of $100 a day. 
Speaking of this a bank official today 
cited to a Times reporter an instance 
of a bank in Alabama which had in- 
voluntarily failed to report a dividend. 
The matter come to the knowledge of 
the Comptroller at Washington. He al- 
lowed fifteen days to elapse and then 
summarily called on the directors of 
the bank to pay $1500, representing a 
fifteen days’ fine. “The directors,” he 
said, “‘were almost paralyzed when in- 
formed of the error they had commit ed. 
They satisfied the Comptroller that it 
was committed in ignorance; that had 
they known of the law’s requirement 
they would have promptly notified him 
of the dividend. One or the Senators 
from Alabama interested himself in the 


matter in behalf of the bank and the 


result of it was the fine was remitted,” 


COMMERCIAL, 

BOGUS COFFEE. A discovery has 
lately been made which is likriy to 
have a considerable effect on the coffee 
trade. The discovery is that the fru't 
of a shrub known as the wild orange, 
growing on the Island of Reunion, be- 
longing to France, has the aroma of the 
coffee berry. As the cost of growing 
this wild orange plant !s much less than 
the coffee berry; the pianters there are 
substituting the ‘former for the latter, 


and the government of the island has 


taken such an interest in the matter 
that it has ordered a large section on 
the high lands of the island to be re- 
served for the experimentation and cul- 
tivation of this bogus coffee. The cost 
of its production is said to be so cheap 
that it will largely affect the coffee trade, 
provided it can be raised in sufficient 
quantities to supply any demand. 


IMPORTS OF COFFEE ANDSUGAR. 
For the last fiscal year the largest sin- 


}gie item of import into the United 


States was coffee. Sugar generally 
stands at the head of the list, but last 
yeer it had to give place to coffee. For 
the year ended June. 30, 1894, the quan- 
tity of coffee imported was 550.934,30¢ 
pounds, of which less than 20,000,000 
pounds paid duty, the balance coming 
in free. The estimated value of it was 
896.130.717. During the same period the 
quantity of sugar imported was neorly 
3 pounds, valued at $123,898,- 

During the year ended June 30, 1895, 
coffee imports amotinted to over 650. 
000,000 pounds, valued at $96,129,326, of 
which only 6,500,000 pounds paid duty. 
During the same period the sugar im- 
ports fell down to 3,574,435,452 pounds, 
valued at $76,461,557. 


THE WORLD'S .WHEAT. English 
estimates put the world’s wheat harvest 
for the present year about 100,000,000 
bushels behind that of 1894. The esti- 
mated yields of European countries are 
as follows: France, 337,500,000 bushels: 
Germany, 104,000,000; Italy, 103 200. 00% 
Spain, $2,000,000 bushels. No figures had 
been obtained of the Russian crop and 
the crop in Greece is reported short. 


. GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

USES OF PEAT. The Times is in re- 
ceipt of the advance sheets of a report 
made to the Department of State, 
Washington, by United States Cons! 
Chancellor at Havre, France, on the 
“Uses of Peat in Europe.“ The subject 
is made an exceedingly interesting one 
by the intelligent way the writer treats 
it. He begins by saying: “The applica- 
tion of this substance seems to be 
practically endless. It makes a fuel as 
black and as heavy as coal, and it fur- 
nishes a snowy paper of superior tex- 
ture and toughness; it forms a perfect 
litter for the stable, and supplies a fab- 
ric which may be worn by a duchess.“ 

Speaking of its varfous uses he writes: 
“The manifold purposes to which moss 
peat can be put were first discovered by 
German investigators, but the industry 
is now extending to other countries, 
and, while its use as an article of com- 
merce has steadily increased, very little 
attention, until recently, seems to have

The report continues: “The inany uses 
that have latterly been found for peat 
are thus classified: . 

“First—As moss litter for stabies, 
cow sheds, fowlhouses, etc., and subse- 
juently as manure. 

“Second—As powder for disinfecting 
pu es for use in connection with sew- 
agé removal, and then as manure; also, 
for packing perishable objects and for 
various industrial uses. 

Third—For various compressed ar- 
ticles, such as non-conducting bricks 
and slabs for lining ice boxes, cold- 
storage rooms, refrigerator “ars. etc., 
and covering boilers and steam pipes; 
and miscellaneous articles of great va- 
riety, such as embossed panels and or- 
naments imitating ebony, axle boxes, 
insulators, machinery bearings, gun- 
stocks, pistol butts, inkstands, table and 
piano legs and numerous other articles, 

“Fourth—As wool, produced by a pat- 
ented process from the fibers found in 
the peat. This is used for the produc- 
tion of a variety. of hygienic materials, 
among them surgical and veterinary 
dressing, hygienic flannel anf drees 
goods, rugs, blankets and a number of 
minor articles. The fibér is also used in 
the manufacture of paper.“ 

Consul Chancellor then gives detailed 
accounts of experiments made in peat 
toward the uses above mentioned, but 
whieh, although of much interest, are 
too long for reproduction in this cojumn. 
The fact of the large area of reat lands 
in Orange county and other parts of 
Southern Call ornla makes this a partic- 
ularly interesting subject to the people 
of this section. It will repay those own- 
ing peat lands to investigate and obtain 
all the information to be had regard- 
ing it. 


ANOTHER BEET-SUGAR TYFAC- 
TORY. The fact that the government 
refuses to pay bounty on beet sugar 
does not seem to have a deterrent ef- 
fect on the establishment of new fac- 
tories. A report has reached here that 
one is going to be built at Marysville, 
as experiments made go to show that 
the sugar beet can be. successfully 
grown in that part of the State also. A 
company has been incorporated, known 
as the Yuba and Sutter Sugar-beet As- 
sociation.

respondence.) The grand jury returned 
its first indictment yesterday. It called 
for the arrest of Sam Alexander of 
Saticoy, charging him with the crime of 
extortion, practiced against Station 
Agent Kilson, an employee of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. The 
warrant was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Oharleboise, but Alexander, 
who had notice of the fact that he 
was to be indicted, had left for parts 
unknown. He had been making prepa- 
rations to leave for some time, and 
has disposed of most of his holdings 
in this county. When the crime for 
which he now stands indicted first 
became public property, it was through 
the medium of an article published in 
The Times, and Alexander and his 
friends hunted up The Times corre- 
spondent, vowing all kinds of, ven- 
geance if a full retraction was not 
written and published. Alexander was 
last seen on Tuesday, when he was 
called before the g and jury. He 1 sup- 
posed to be in Mexico, as he has had 
ample time to reach the line since he 
left here. 
DICK VANDERKARR. 
Dick Vanderkarr, now in jail in Los 
Angeles, charged with subornation of 
perjury, in connection with the Mace 
Mayes cattle-stealing case, is well 
known in this county. About three 
weeks ago he approached Sheriff Char- 
leboise with a proposition that he be 
sworn in as deputy sheriff to serve 
subpoenas in the Mace Mayes case. 
He told a plausible story of his knowl- 
edge of the case and the whereabouts 
of certain of the witnesses for the pros- 
ecution and defense. He argued that, 
working without pay, his services 
would be valuable to the sheriff in the 
saving ot expenses, etc. Sheriff Charle- 
boise refused to entertain the proposi- 
tion, and the oily Richard left for 
Los Angeles. Subsequently the sub- 
poenas were received through the regu- 
lar channel, and the men wanted 
served. The Vanderkarrs bear an un- 
savory reputation in the cattle districts 
of this county, and much satisfaction 
is felt that Dick is behind the bars. 
THE OLDEST INHABITANT. 

This morning, from the old Mission 
church, was buried a man who in all 
probability was the oldest inhabitant 
of this county. He was known to be 
more than 96 years of age at the time 
of his death, on Thursday morning. 
Juan de Jesus was born in the town of 
San Buena Ventura nearly 100 years 
ago, the record showing that he was 4 
or 5 years of age in 1799. He was a 
member of the one-time famous Indian 
choir of the old Mission. He remem- 
bered the tidal wave excitement at the 
time of the destruction of the original 
Mission of. San Buena Ventura, and 
helped rebuild the present mission. He 
was a very intelligent man, and re- 
tained his memory up to the time of his 
death, which came very suddenly. Re- 
cently he was a witness in the Taylor- 
McGonigle boundary-line suit, and gave 
his evidence so clearly and with such 
precision that the attorneys were afraid 
to cross-examin? him as to details. He 
was of full Indian parentage, and was 
both well-known and highly respected.

THE BLANCHE WITT MYSTERY AT 
LAST CLEARED UP. 


Interesting Meeting of the Pomolog- 
feal Society of Southern Cali- 
fornia—City Trustees Moving 
Teward a New Water System. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. (Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The mystery surroun4- 
ing the disappearance of little Blanche 
Witt of Alamitos has at last been 
cleared up. Her disappearance from 
the time she left the home of her 
mother and stepfather at Alamitos last 
May, until she subsequently left the 
State for her father’s home in Perry, 
N. V., about five weeks later, is now 
thoroughly explained, and the fact is 
established that the name of Elmer E. 
Nichols, her former school teacher, was 
unjustly coupled with the girl's disap- 
pearance. Mr. Nichols is a young man 
of undoubted honor, veracity and mor- 
ality, and the very embarrassing posi- 
tion, that he has occupied in the minds 
of some of the residents of Alamitos 
and vicinity the past few months is 
due largely to the idle waggi of the 
tongues of gossips in the vicinity of 
the girl's former home. It was learned 
recently that, after she ran away from 
home, the girl stopped with friends in 
Pasadena, where she stayed until 
money was sent her by her father in 
New York with which she could con- 
tinue her journey. Following are the 
affidavits of the Pasadena friends who 
cared for the girl during the five 
weeks in question, and by the publica- 
tion of the same Mr. Nichols is clearly 
shown to have had nothing whatever 
to _ with the disappearance of the 


rl: 
“PASADENA (Cal.,) Nov. 5, 1895. 

We hereby testify that some time in 
the last of March, 1895, we received a 
letter from George F. Miller of Perry, 
N. T., whom we formerly knew in that 
lace, telling us that his daughter 

lanche wished to return to her friends 
in New York State, and asking us if 
we would assist her, to do so, and also 
if we would befriend her until he could 
send money to purchese a ticket and 
bear the necessary expenses of travel. 
We expressed our willingness to do so, 
and made the necessary arrangements. 
We were fully familiar with the details 
of her departure from her home in 
Alamitos, and can say that no one in 
that neighborhood in any way assisted 
her in leaving. Blanche came to our 
home on the 22d day of May, 1895, end 
was cofistantly in our presence and un- 
der our care until on the 27th day of 
June we saw her on board the train 
for the Bast. Mr. Miller sent us the 
money and we bought her ticket. 
Blanche received no callers and no 
letters, except from her father’s people, 
while with us, and was in usual gobd 
health during her stay. 
Blanche spoke of Elmer E. Nichols 
as her teacher, and evidently respected 
his very highly as a gentleman from 
whom she had never received any but 
considerate and proper attentions.

The defense is rep- 
resented by an array of legal talent, 
Will A: Harris and ex-Judge W. . 
Cheney of Los Angeles, and R. N. Biled- 
soe of this city, being retained. 
Dist.-Atty. F. B. Daley is conducting 
the prosecution. The following were em-

SEBERN FOUND GUILTY: 

The jury in the Sebern case came in 
at 2:30 this afternoon, with a verdict 
of misdeameanor embezzlement. The 
case was given to them at 10 a.m., and 
they were so —- in reaching a ver- 
dict that those interested had begun to 
fear that no agreement could be had. 

Judge Otis called court at 9 a. m., and 
Dist.-Atty.

NINTH SCHOOL GRADE. 

At its session last evening the Board 
of Education established the ninth 
year grade. It covers the studies here- 
tofore embraced in the first year of the 
High School. It is in the direction of 
elevating the course of study and the 
instruction given in the grammar 
schools of the city. The change made 
it necessary for the board to enact 
some new legislation on the subject of 
tuition. It was already the rule of the 
board, and has been for two years, 
that non-resident pupils in the Ilfigh 
School should pay $20 a year in tuition, 
and this rule was simply extended by 
resolution, to cover the ninth year of 
the grammar e, and the business 
department, the same which were 
formerly under the rule as a part of 
the High school, The tuition is pay- 
able half at the opening of the school 
year, and half in February following, 
and no student will be registered with- 
out a receipt for tuition issued by the 
secretary of the board, to whom tul- 
tion is payable.

The Commissioners of Holticulture of 
San Bernardino, Riverside and Orange 
counties have issued a two-column pro- 
nurclamenta, publiebed in the Times- 
Index, against the rhizobius ventralis, 
or scale-destroyer, and declare it to be 
a vanity of vanities, so far as its 
capacity to eat scale on orange trees is 
concerned. They advocate more bug- 
hunting, and say bug-hunters and the 
application of washes are the only safe 
remedies.
